Omaha University will withdraw 
from the Nebraska Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association conference 
next year, according to an an- 
nouncement.made by Coach Sed 
Hartman and Dr. W. H. Thomp- 
son, chairman of the athletic 
board. The statement was made 
upon their return from the an- 
nual meeting of the North Central 
Conference, which was held in 
Chicago last Monday and Tues- 
day. 

Omaha University will play only 
two teams in the N. I. A. A. con- 
ference in football next season, 
Wayne and Peru, Because they 
are playing. only two games, they 
will not be eligible for a chance 
at the crown. The University will 
only play Wayne in basketball 
this season. 

The University has Been out- 
standing in athletics since they 
first joined the N. I. A. A. confer- 
ence five years ago. The school 
has won the basketball champion- 
_ ship for the past three years, and 
the football championship for the 
past two years, and this year they 
were undefeated and untied. Wayne 
“State Teachers’ 
only school in- the conference to 
score upon Omaha University this 
year, and no school held thé Car- 
dinals for less than three touch- 
downs. -This record caused the 
athletic department -to look for 
stronger competition.

Klein” was introduced ‘by Miss 
Hildegarde Stauss, professor of 
German. Miss Stauss spoke of her 
trip to Germany last summer, and 
translated many of the questions 
which the club members asked 
Klein. 

Klein was formerly associated 
with the Dortmund newspaper 
published in ‘the Ruhr district. He 
is’ now employed by the. Omaha 
Daily Tribune. In February he 
will take over the publication of 
a German weekly in Buffalo, New

President Haynes pointed out 
that improvements at-the present 
location could be made that would 
be adequate for:the next ten years, 
but that eventually the school will 
outgrow. its quarters and be un- 
able to. move because of the large 
investment. in the. plant. “His topic 
was “fhe Municipal University in 
the Community.”

-}board of trustees which governed 
the school before it became a city 
institution, spoke on‘“The Making 
of the Municipal University.” He 
described the struggles of the unt- 
versity since its founding in 1908.

Painless Education—Atlantic Monthly 
(EB. A. Cross): 

One of the most critical and yet most candid 
articles on public education. to be found in the 
current. issues of magazines is this one published 
in the December Atlantic Monthly. Painless Edu- 
cation is written by Dr. E. A. Cross of the Colgate-. 
Rochester divinity school. He complains that one- 
third of the 875,000 teachers in the United States 
do not take the ~profession seriously. Many men 
use it as a financial stepping-stone to law, medi- 
cine, or some other profession or trade. Thousands 
of girls accept it as an interim job between college 
graduation and matrimony. Dr. Cross also. says 
that the majority of teachers haven’t been properly 
educated to take the delicate task of shaping young 
people’s: ‘minds. and’ lives. | Constantly changing 
methods of education, pressures from parents, and 
the lack. of wise and-capable administration all 
help to. bring about this painless education, which 
does not comprise: enough of the great funda- 
menials of education necessary for a later acauisi- 
tion ‘of culture. 

But what is the vomady?” First, parents must not: 
insist upon passing grades for their children unless 
the children actually. learn.: Second, only. real 
teachers should be permitted to continue in the 
profession. Third, society should remove | those 
pressures from the supervisors, principals, . super- 
intendents, even - college presidents, that keep them 
dancing around in spirals and: making believe. that 
movement in any. ‘direction is necessarily progress. 


And last, let everyone free his' mind. of the in- 


sidious current belief that everything worth while 
can be attained without work.
